Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant argued that the examiner's interpretation of about one 
beam diameter overlapping the range of about three or four beam diameters is improper. The examiner maintained 
that in the broadest reasonable interpretation of about one and the broadest reasonable interpretation of about three or 
four would create an overlap of some values. Therefore the examiner maintained that the rejection was proper and 
suggested that the applicant remove the term "about" to overcome the prior art of record. Examiner also suggested a 
37 CFR 1.132 affidavit would be persuasive evidence that the interpretation by the examiner was incorrect.
